WITH OUR ATHLETES 


All the major varsity athletic teams at Wesleyan can congratulate 
themselves as having had a singularly successful year. That is, all except 
baseball which has to date won 3 and lost 10. The football team gave us 
five wins, two defeats, and a tie. The high point was a 14-7 victory over 
Ambherst—the first since 1931. Soccer fared even better with six wins 
for second place in the New England Intercollegiate League. Their 1-0 
victory over Yale was the first defeat for this team in two years. The 
basketball team compiled an eviable record of 11 victories and 2 defeats 
—the best season since 1918. The track team went them one better by 
taking 8 meets and losing only 1. In Little Three competition we garned 
an undisputed first in Soccer, a two way tie with Amherst in basketball, 
and triple ties in football and track. 


A goodly number of Phi Gams were personally responsible for num- 
erous points in varsity athletics. Speed Livingston scored that all im- 
portant goal at Yale. Bob Porter and Pete Peterson were also on the 
soccer squad. Peter played on the J.V. basketball team. Bob Aylsworth 
earned the name of “Grappler” on the wrestling squad. It was in track 
however, that the boys came through. Eric Clarke was captain and high 
scoring dash man. An injury in the Amherst meet prevented his running 
for the rest of the season, but Bob Aylsworth came to the fore and took 
first place consistantly in the 100 and 220, Wayne McKusick ran distance 
events and was on the cross country team. 


In freshman athletics Hank Anderson, Rex Knowles, and Johnny 
Heath won their numerals with Chiz Ockert and Pantsy Wetmore making 
cannon fodder for the varsity. Bebe Bullock and Sy Gilbert represented 
us on the soccer field, and the latter later in wrestling. Moose Kennison 
and Dave Reed ran cross country and Dave was another matman. Rex 
Knowles was high scorer in more than one frosh basketball game. Chiz 
Ockert splashed around in the tank all winter. Came the spring and we 
found Phil Ford on the tennis squad, and more potential track candidates 
in the persons of Wetmore, Reed, Knowles, Heath, and Gilbert. 


Intramural athletics found Alpha Chi Rho still chasing around in 
the happy mediums. Two victories, three defeats and a tic doesn't 
look too well for a football record, but we had fun, Our basketball team 
had on it four men who have played together the last three years, yet the 
best we could do was win 8 and lose 4 for a third place. However, we 
gave an excellent account against Wallingford high school with a six point
